Presidential candidates battle to the end 


George Bush and Michael Dukakis both laid claim Sunday to precious, 
last-minute momentum in their campaign marathon, the vice president confi- 
dently said the tide was “moving in our direction” and his combative rival 
insisting he was “rocking and rolling” to an upset victory. 

The national polls said it would take a Massachusetts Miracle for Dukakis to 
oe on pe iesey “There ain’t no stopping us now unless we stop ourselves,” 
said Bush.

Both candidates battled the clock and physical exhaustion in a final drive to 
snare undecided voters and nail down the presidency. 

Gallup said Bush was ahead by 12 percentage points. CBS and ABC made it 
10. An NBC News-Wall Street Journal poll and another by Harris reported a 
5-point edge for the vice president and said there was still plenty of room for 
last minute changes. 

An Associated Press tabulation showed Bush leading for 356 electoral votes, 
although he could not yet count securely on the 270 needed for victory. The 
tabulation showed Dukakis leading for 101 electoral votes, while 78 were in 
tossup states including Pennsylvania, Illinois and Missouri. 


High seas standoff ends with 4 dead 


MALE, Maldives — Indian commandos rescued 20 hostages and recovered 
bodies of four others aboard a crippled getaway ship Sunday after gunmen who 
tried to overthrow the Maldives government surrendered, TO officials 
said. 

Officials reported three hostages were missing. 

Armed Sri Lankan mercenaries ended a two-day high seas standoff early 
Sunday after the Indian frigate Godavari fired on the cargo vessel 60 miles 
from the Sri Lankan coast, Indian officials said. 

They said the alleged mastermind of Thursday’s bloody coup attempt, an 
aide to former Maldivian President Ibrahim Nasir, was among the 46 people 
who surrendered. 

Nasir has denied involvement in the coup. 

The Indian marine commandos recovered the bodies of four hostages from 
the Maldivian-registered ship, Indian government spokesman Ramamohan 
Rao said in New Delhi. Rao said he did not know how the hostages died. 


Federal amnesty program continues 


The second phase of the federal government’s immigration amnesty pro- 
gram starts Monday, when thousands of amnesty recipients can begin apply- 
ing for permanent residency and get their so-called green cards. 

Federal officials expect about 1.5 million of the 1.8 million non-agricultural 
workers who applied for amnesty under the Immigration Reform and Control 
Act of 1986 to apply for permanent residency. 

But that figure may be optimistic, authorities said, because some potential 
applicants could find themselves shut out of overcrowded English and civics 
classes they must take to qualify for permanent residency. 

In Los Angeles, at least one school — the Evans Community Adult School — 
has been holding classes 24 hours a day to handle the crush. 

In New York City, classes will be offered by the Board of Education, the 
City University of New York and many community-based organizations. 

New York’s applicants represent 153 nations and pose a challenge to educa- 
tors, according to Garrett Murphy, director of the state Department of Educa- 
tion’s Division of Continuing Education. 


Cockpit chatter may lead to accidents 


WASHINGTON — Two fatal airliner accidents have prompted questions 
about idle chatter in the cockpit and raised concerns by some safety officials 
that pilots may not always be focusing on business when they should be. 

Federal investigators at the National Transportation Safety Board are 
closely examining the tape covering nearly 30 minutes in the cockpit of Delta 
Air Lines Flight 1141 last August before the Boeing 727 crashed seconds after 
takeoff, killing 14 of the 108 people aboard. 

More than half of the tape involves impertinent conversation among the 


pilots and two flight attendants on subjects ranging from the recent purchase 


of a house to birds that nest near airports. 

Nearly 11 minutes of the tape were omitted from the transcript because 
they were considered irrelevant, including a reference, according to sources, 
of the disclosure in news reports a few days before.the crash of idle chatter 
aboard a Continental Airlines that crashed in Denver 10.months earlier. 


Boat shop attacked by Israeli gunships 


SIDON, Lebanon — Israeli helicopter gunships rocketed the shop of a boat 
dealer suspected of links with PLO guerrillas Sunday, demolishing the busi- 
ness and wounding five people, two of them seriously, police said. 

The Israeli army said its warplanes destroyed a Palestinian guerrilla base in 
south Lebanon. It did not mention casualties. 

Lebanese police said four Israeli Cobra helicopter gunships blasted the shop 
and a nearby citrus grove with eight rockets in two sorties. The shop in the 


southern port of Sidon was closed at the time. 


A police spokesman, who cannot be named under standing regulations, said 


It was the sixth Israeli air strike against guerrilla targets in south Lebanon 
in three weeks and the 21st this year. By police count, 108 people were killed 
and 204 wounded in raids since Jan. 3. 

Hijazi’s motorboats, anchored off the beach about 600 yards from his shop, 
were not hit in the raid, police said.

Missionary work 
opening in GDR

The recent decision to allow mis- 
sionaries of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints into the 
German Democratic Republic (East 


Germany) came after many years of 


work, said President Thomas S. Mon- 
son, 

Speaking to a near-capacity crowd 
in the Marriott Center as part of the 
BYU Regional Conference Sunday 
morning, Pres. Monson, second coun- 
selor in the LDS Church First Presi- 
dency, told listeners the last week of 
October “was one of the greatest 
weeks of my life. 

“It was a week of wonder,” he said. 
“I confess the hand of God in the 
events of the week.” 

President Monson recently re- 
turned from meetings in East Berlin 
with top GDR officials, including 
Erich Honecker, chairman of the 
State Council, and State Secretary of 
Religious Affairs Kurt Loeffler. 

“Both Chairman Honecker and Mr. 
Loeffler agreed that allowing mis- 
sionaries from other countries to 
serve (in East Germany) and permit- 
ting Latter-day Saints from (the 
GDR) to serve as missionaries in 
other countries will strengthen 
friendships among nations,” Presi- 
dent Monson said in a statement re- 
leased by the LDS Church. 

President Monson told regional 
conference participants that during 
the meeting with GDR officials, Ho- 
necker said the government knew. the 
members .of the» LDS Church and 
what they believed. Loeffler-had also 
said he was impressed with LDS val- 
ues and organization. 

President Monson said, describing 
the reception of the Church by East 
Germans, that more than 89,000 peo- 
ple had visited the open house of a 
temple in Freiburg in 1985 and more 
than 12,000 visited a new stake cen- 
ter. 

“(The German people) want to 
know what we believe and we want to 
tell them,” he said. “We cannot con- 
vey our feelings here because we have 
no missionaries as we do in other 
countries.” 

President Monson then said he ex-

KUWAIT — The six states of the 
Gulf Cooperation Council have 
launched their largest-ever joint air 
force maneuvers, involving 44

He said land contingents from the 
GCC states will take part in the final 
stage of the exercise, when the 
warplanes will use live ammunition. 

Bahrain, Kuwait, Oman, Qatar, 
Saudi Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates formed the alliance to 
strengthen collective security and 
economic unity shortly after war 
broke out between their two northern 
neighbors, Iran and Iraq, in Septem- 
ber 1980.

In his statement, President Mon- 
son said Loeffler indicated that LDS 
Church members have the communist 
government’s respect because they 
are “law-abiding, loyal citizens who 
believe in strong families, have a 
strong work ethic and support the de- 
sire for world peace.” 

Loeffler also told President Mon- 
son that the Lamanite Generation, a 
BYU performing group, has been in- 
vited to come to East Germany some- 
time next year. 

In‘addition to the talks’ with: Hlo- 
necker and.ioeffler, President Mon- 
son dedicated a new stake center in 
Dresden and a recently completed 
meeting house in Zwickau.

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Electoral College picks the winner 


Popular vote allows state electors to choose president

Let’s take a vote. 

How many American citizens can 
answer the following correctly: 

@ What is the electoral college? 

@ How many electoral votes are 
there in the United States? 

@ How many electoral votes are 
needed to win the electidn? 

®@ What will happen if neither Bush 
nor Dukakis gets the majority of the 
electoral vote? 

The 41st president of the United 
States will be selected Tuesday by the 
popular vote, but the actual mecha- 
nism of electing the president and the 
vice-president is a rather complicated 
process. * 

The process is called the electoral 
college system, written into the U.S. 
Constitution of 1787. 

Under Article II of the Constitu- 
tion, each state is authorized to 
choose electors for the president and 
the vice president. The number of 
electors is always the same as the 
combined number of U.S. senators 
and representatives allotted to the in- 
dividual state. ne 

With 100 senators atid 435 repre- 
sentatives in the United States, plus 
three electors for Washington D.C. 
provided by the 23rd Amendment, 
the total electoral college vote is 538. 

. To win the presidential election, ei- 
ther Bush or Dukakis needs 270 ele- 
toral votes, just over 50 percent. 


If no candidate receives the major- 
ity, the House of Representatives se- 
lects the president, according to the 
12th Amendment. 

Only two U.S. elections have been 
decided by the House of Representa- 
tives way: Thomas Jefferson in 1800 
and John Quincy Adams in 1824. 

In each state, each party runs a 
slate of electors pledged to that 
party’s president and vice president, 
and winner of the popular vote will 
take all electors, which is called the 
“winner-take-all” system. 

For instance, if either Bush or 
Dukakis wins Tuesday’s popular vote 


in California, he will take all 47 elec- 
toral votes. 

Ralph C. Hancock, assistant pro- 
fessor of the BYU Political Science 
Department, said that in Utah, if peo- 
ple vote for Bush, five electors are 
pledged to Bush. 

“These electors actually get to- 
gether in the Utah Capitol in the mid- 
dle of December, and formally they 
vote,” he said. 

He said the five electors are sup- 
posed to vote for the president chosen 
by the popular vote and send the re- 
sult to Washington D.C., where all 
votes will be counted before a joint 


session of Congress during the first 
week of January 1989. 

The inauguration will be held on 
Jan. 20., according to the 20th 
Amendment. 

Because electors are not bounded 


_by the law in some states, an elector 


will occasionally vote for a presiden- 
tial candidate who the public does not 
choose. 

Such “faithless electors” have ap- 
peared in eight elections since 1796. 
Hancock said they (faithless electors) 
have never affected the election. 

He also said it is possible to get the 
most popular vote in the country and 
lose the election by not getting the 
electoral vote. 

He said, “It is rare, but it is a possi- 
ble principle to win the electoral col- 
lege without winning the majority of 
the popular vote.” 

As a matter of fact, it has happened 
twice in the past, once during the 1876

It also happened during the 1888 
election between Republican candi- 


-date Benjamin Harrison and Demo- 


cratic candidate Grover Cleveland. 

In 1888, for instance, Cleveland got 
5,538,233 popular votes, which was 
98,017 more than Harrison, but 
Cleveland lost the election because 
the number of electoral votes Celeve- 
land received was 168, which was less 
than Harrision’s 233.

The difference enabled Wilson to 
comfortably defeat Brown and Deuk- 
mejian to squeak by Bradley with a 
50,000 vote plurality. The first to ad- 
mit this was Teichner who admitted 
“an unexpectedly high number of pre- 
dominately absentee ballots ruined 
my sample.” 

The day of the 1980 presidential 
elections, the networks hurriedly 
predicted Ronald Reagan the victor 
over incumbent Jimmy Carter hours 
before the polls closed in the Western 
states. The predictions were based on 
exit polling. 

Carter believed the exit polls 
(which were accurate) and conceded 
defeat less than an hour after eastern 
polls closed. 

Although there is no statistical data 
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to back the allegation, several West- 
ern Democratic candidates who lost 
tight elections to Republican rivals 
blame the network’s exit polling and 
Carter’s early concession for keeping 
potential Democratic voters from the 
polls. 

Defeated Democratic congressman 
James Corman of California was par- 
ticularly critical after he lost a razor- 
thin re-election campaign to Republi- 
can candidate Bobbi Fiedler. Echoing 
Corman’s sentiments was Jerry 
Brown, describing Carter’s early ca- 
pitulation to the exit polls as “un- 
precedented and certainly odd.” 

Whether one likes exit polling or 
not, it is here to stay. All networks 
have resisted the pleas of candidates 
and will immediately call the race as 
the polls close. Roone Arlidge, presi- 
dent of ABC News, justified the deci- 
sion saying that it was a network’s 
responsibility to report a victor.

House Ethics Office to monitor exec- 
utive-branch employee. Even aides, 
however, are hard pressed to articu- 
late the distinction between the new 
office and the current Office on Gov- 
ernment Ethics. 

Bush would also boost resources 
for each agency’s ethics office, and 
create stricter codes for executive- 
branch officials. For example, in an 
apparent rebuff to Reagan adminis- 
tration officials such as Meese, he 
would require administration offi- 
cials to have blind trusts managed 
by institutions rather than individu- 
als. a 

Bush also wants to subject mem- 
bers of Congress to probes by. an 
independent counsel. On this issue 
he stands with Dukakis and against 
Thornburgh, who says special pros- 
ecutors for Congress are unneces- 
sary. 

Bush on crime 

Aside from his heading up the ad- 
ministration’s drug policy — with 
mixed results, depending on whom 

you ask — there is little history to 
either back up or deflate Bush’s get- 
tough rhetoric. 

In contrast with Dukakis, Bush 
supports the death penalty for mur- 
der, espionage, treason, some drug- 
related offenses and other “heinous” 
crimes. He supports the sentencing 
guidelines being challenged in the 
Supreme Court, and _ particularly 
wants tougher mandatory sentences 
for gang activity. 

Bush would convert unneeded mili- 
tary bases into prisons, and double 
the budget for prison construction, 
“even if it means cutting elsewhere.” 

Like Dukakis — and contrary to his 
rhetoric — Bush supports prison-fur- 
lough programs, though not for those 
who have life sentences without 
parole. 

Bush on the courts 

Bush has said he would not use an 

ideological “litmus test” in choosing 


Supreme Court justices or pushing 


for federal judges. 

But he has said he favors judges 
who “won’t legislate from the bench,” 
that is, conservative judges who ex- 
ercise judicial restraint. Dukakis 
aides say Bush’s past hints at future 
appointments: Bush supported Bork, 
and he broke a tie in the Senate to 
elevate Daniel Manion, a controver- 
sial and conservative nominee, to the 
federal bench. 

Others, however, aren’t sure that 
Bush would target conservatives as 
vigorously as Reagan. “Given that 
Bush isn’t a lawyer, he would proba- 
bly lean heavily on his attorney gen- 
eral” to make judicial appointments, 
says legal scholar Robert Katzman at 
the Brookings Institution. cc

Dukakis on crime 
-“We'’re more than a little frus- 
trated” with the soft-on-crime charac- 
terization, said Patrick Hamilton, 
‘who headed the governor’s Anti- 

‘Crime Council before joining the 
Dukakis campaign. 

As evidence of his hard-line stance 
on crime, Dukakis cites statistics and 
programs. For example, the per cap- 
ita homicide rate in Massachusetts is 
less than half the national average. 
Under Dukakis, the serious-crime 
rate has dropped 13 percent in five 
years, vs. a 4 percent increase for the 
nation: — 

Dukakis supporters credit the gov- 
ernor’s programs, many which he

space by 1993. He has stiffened 
penalties for drunk driving. 

> He chairs a monthly meeting of an 
anticrime advisory group made up of 
law-enforcement officials, legislators 
and crime victims. As president, he 
would create a similar national coun- 
cil, he says. 

And contrary to the claims of Bush 
supporters, Dukakis does not oppose 
mandatory sentences for people con- 
victed of various crimes. This year he 
supported a law requiring judges to 
impose a minimum sentence for vari- 
ous crimes. Aides say that if the 
Supreme Court strikes down the na- 
tional sentencing guidelines drawn up 
by the Reagan administration, 
Dukakis, as president, would support 
new, constitutional sentencing guide- 
lines. $4 

Dukakis on Ethics 

Although there have been a couple 
of bad apples in the Dukakis adminis- 


rime and ethics spotlight of cam 


tration, the governor is considered 
squeaky clean. 

As president, he would apply the 
independent counsel (special prosecu- 
tor) law to Congress. He also sup- 
ports curbing former members of 
Congress from lobbying their former

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colleagues after they leave office. 
And Dukakis has gone much further 
than his opponent when it comes to 
White House officials: He would re- 
strict the top 800 people in the execu- 
tive branch from lobbying their for- 
mer agency for the duration of the 
administration. 

The sleeper issue of the campaign 
may be the judiciary. The next presi- 
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paign bashing 
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dent may appoint four Supreme 
Court justices and up to 200 federal 
judges, whose legacy would be felt 
into the next century. 

Legal scholars give Dukakis high 
marks for his choice of judges, al- 
though they tend to lean toward the 
liberal and activist side. Aides say he 
has appointed both Republicans and 
Democrats to the bench.

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Promises by candidates 
are ficticious, Ruff said

Candidates in modern elections do 
not seem to be running for president, 
but rather for emperor or God, one of 
America’s most prominent 
economists told students Friday in 
the concluding address of the Election 
Year Symposium sponsored by the 
College Republicans. 

“We love a president who says re- 
sponsible things,” said Howard Ruff, 
author of “How to Prosper During the 
Coming Bad Years” in his speech ti- 
tled “A World Turned Upside Down.” 

Both candidates for president are 
making promises they cannot keep, 
promises which are eventually de- 
cided by Congress or the Federal Re- 
serve, according to Ruff. 

“George Bush has been maintain- 
ing the fiction that he was a real 
player in the Reagan administration,” 
Ruff said. “No vice president is a real 
player in a president’s administra- 
tion.” 
Michael Dukakis said Bush has 
been involved in decision making also 
in order to place blame on him, he 
said. 

Americans are like teenagers who 
want parents to stick to their princi- 
ples but spend their own time with 
friends who drink and go against their 
own standards, Ruff said. 

The average life of a democracy is 
200 years because of fiscal instability 
that comes about after citizens dis- 
cover they can vote benefits from the 


public treasury for themselves, he 
said. 

Ruff said he refutes claims that the 
Reagan administration increased the 
national deficit by its policy of tax 
cuts. Revenues have exceeded expec- 
tations, but so has spending. 

“When President Reagan took of- 
fice, the national debt was less than $1 
trillion. It’s now more than §2 tril- 
lion,” he said. 

“We’re only 15 years from the time 
when servicing our debt will require 
everything that everyone makes, the 
growth of our debt is so awesome,” 


| Ruff said. 


He predicted congress will raise 
taxes within the next couple of years 
no matter who is elected. 

Raising taxes will add to financial 
instability rather than solve it, he 
said. And it will lead America into a 
debt crisis. 

With the coming debt crisis, some- 
thing must be done to deal with it 
within the next 12 years, Ruff said. 

It is possible citizens will increase 
income by taking on a greater work 
load or selling assets, he said. An- 
other possibility is that the govern- 
ment will print more money to inflate 
the debt out of existence. 

It is also possible to default on the 
debt and declare bankruptcy, Ruff 
said. 

America now has a vested interest 
in preventing the economic collapse of 
communist countries. It could cause 
the collapse of Western banking be- 


_ cause of the manner in which debt has 


been created, according to Ruff. 

He nonetheless told students 
America is “the wonder of the world” 
because of the orderly transfer of 
power through the election process. 

“Most other systems operate on a 
‘dog-eat-dog basis.’ America is one of 
the few countries where people try to 
break in, not out,” he said. : 

Ruff said a Soviet defector did not 
believe the American supermarket he 
was shown was real because cus- 
tomers were trusted to take items 
from the shelves and carry them to 
the cash register. 

“The Constitution was designed for 
a moral and religious people and 
would be inadequate for anyone else. 

“One reason I’m politically active is 
because during an economic crisis 
people tend to look for a dictator to 
just get us out of this mess,’ ” said 
Ruff. 


Reality of presidential job 
may be arude awakening

WASHINGTON — “Well, what do 
we do now?” George Bush asked 
Ronald Reagan the morning after 
they were elected eight years ago. 
Hither Bush or Michael Dukakis will 
face that question come Wednesday, 
and the answer is not as evident now 
as it was in 1980. 

The long campaign between Re- 
publican Bush and Democrat Dukakis 
has been filled with political symbols, 
such as the flag and the Pledge of 
Allegiance, but short on specifics 
about what either candidate actually 
would do in the White House. 

There have been no overriding is- 
sues, such as a faltering economy or a 
threat to peace that have compelled 
Bush or Dukakis to come forward 
with bold ideas. 

For example, neither candidate has 
been willing to offer a concrete pro- 
gram for shrinking the huge budget 
deficit. 

Bush, ahead in the polls a few days 
before the election, promises to stay 
the course set by Reagan.

to switch to the one who’s going the 
same way?” Bush asked. 

On the other hand, if Dukakis man- 
aged an upset, there would be a major 
upheaval in policy and personnel. 
“The best America is yet to come,” he 
promises. But again, few specifics. 

With the now familiar invitation to 
“read my lips,” Bush said he will not 
raise taxes and will try to cut capital 


gains taxes. He said he will oppose © 


new spending by Congress and per- 
sonally negotiate with lawmakers for 
a “flexible freeze” on the budget. 

He promises to keep America’s mil- 
itary strong, pressing ahead with re- 
search and eventual development of 
the Star Wars missile defense shield, 
while at the same time seeking pro- 
gress with the Soviet Union. 

He has proposed no less than five 
summits, including an early meeting 
with Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
to “size each other up correctly.” 

Dukakis promises a crackdown on 
tax cheats who he says beat the Trea- 
sury out of $110 billion a year. He said 
he'll hire more tax inspectors — 
which Bush seized on as a promise 
that Dukakis would put an IRS agent 
in every kitchen.
